HIS BOOK WILL SOON BE OUT 


Refuses Positively to Disouss His Re- 
to Wealthy 
New York Girl.

Monsieur Santoe-Dumont, the wisard of 
aerial navigation and Gistinguished orig!- 
nator of traneetherial traffic, dwells with- 
in the hospitable gates of the good old city 
of St. Lous’, 

A common express train brought him 
hither and a plain street car conveyed him 
Tuesday to the World's Fair. 

He wants an introduction to President 
Francis, and is anxious to secure for him- 
self the not-much-coveted prise of $100,000 
for the best high-fiyer in the market. 

His airship is in Paris, where some 
friends are using it for afternoon calls, 
surprise parties and all that sort of thing 
till he returns to claim it for his 6t. Louls 
demonstration. 

The daring inventor was dressing when 
I sent up my card at the Southern yester- 
day afternoon. 

It took him 16 minutes to do the trick, 
and when I finally entered his reception 
parlor he looked as neat and well put to- 
gether as a candy box in a grand opera 
stall. 

I first saw his collar. It wes spotlessly 
white and in perfect harmony with the 
high ambitions of ite owners. Still it did 
not seem to come as high aa his “‘No. T 
cloud disturber,”” with which he intends to 
get that half million francs from the Lou- 
isiana Purchase Exposition. It did not 
appear ta be in his way, either, 

As I approached he arose from his chair. 
I thought he was still seated until he made 
a few steps in my direction, and then the 
perplexing problem of his successes sud- 
denly revealed itself to me in a new light.

If Port Arthur is lost the Russians must 
now fall back to guard their Trans-Siberian 
railway ang save what they can, if any, of 
the branch which runs from Harbin to 
New-Chwang and Port Arthur. 

Japan's crowning triumph in her war 
with China in 1894 was the capture of Port 
Arthur, which had been fortified by Euro- 
peans on modern Buropean lines at great 
expense to China, and was supposed to be 
impregnable. 

Russia, having long coveted Port Arthur 

as an essential terminus for the Trans- 
siberian road, persuaded Germany and 
France to join her in a demand that Japan 
give Port Arthur back to China, a demand 
so imperative, backed by threats of force, 
that Japan relinquished her greatest prize 
of war. 
No sooner was this done than Russia be- 
gan scheming to get Port Arthur for her- 
self, and finally did so, strengthening the 
fortifications, improving the harbor and 
dry-docks and making it her permanent, 
she hoped, stronghold. 

At that point were gathered at the be- 
ginning of the present war most of the 
vessels of her powerful Siberian fleet, only 
a few being stationed at ice-bound Vladi- 
vostok. 

Against Port Arthur Japan directed her 
first important attack, crippling and b:ock- 
ading Russia’s main naval reliance, bam- 
mering at the forts day after day, shelling 
the town night after night, demoralizing 
the garrison. 

In anticipation of Port Arthur's pctsible 
fall Viceroy Alexieff, Russia’s commander- 
in-chief in the far east, early withdrew his 
headquarters to Mukden. leaving beh!nd 
only troops enough to man the fortifica- 
tions.

Under the new strategy Harbin has 
become the buse of operations, with Liao 
Yang as the central advanced Russian 
camp.

Information hag been 
received at headquarters that the Japan- 
ese are strengthening their positions in 
Corea. Gen. Linevitch is the acting com- 
mander of the Russian forces in Manchu- 
ria. Gen. Zilinsky, who is to succeed Gen. 
Pflug, Viceroy Alexieff’s chief of staff, ar- 
at Mukden March 10. 

Russian officers of the field staff be- 
lieve that the Japanese will land on Kin 
Chow bay, to flank Port Arthur, but that 
this forward movement will not be under- 
taken until the bay is free from ice. At 
the same time the Japanese advance will 
begin on the Yalu.

Waitresses Join Musicians in Demand 
for 25 Per Cent Advance at 
World’s Fair. 


The Amusement Gection of the Central 
Trades and Labor Union of 8t. Louis and 
vicinity have presented to the concession- 
aires of the World’s Fair and the Pike for 
their signatures articles of agreement re- 
lating to wages to be paid to cooks, bar 
tenders, musicians, waiters, stage hands, 
engineers, firemen, bill posters, wailtreawes 
and miscellaneous help during the Fair 
period, beginning April 1 and ending 
Nov. 39. 

If the agreement is signed by the corices- 
sionaires the 
Union guarantees them against demands 
for increased wages, shortening of hours or 
other demands. 

A demand is made that only unilon-made 
articles shall be purchased and used, except 
where such is not practicable. . 

The union guarantees that there will be 
no strike of the employes. sanctioned by 
the union, and that all differences between 
the concessionaires and their employes shall 
be settled by arbitration. 

The wages of chefs is not stipulated and 
may go as high as the nius of the cook

John Witter Arrived Just in Time to 
Prevent Violence to the 
Editor. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

DENVER, March 42.—What would have 
happened to Horace Greeley had not Joh 
H. Witter and party arrived in South Pass 
near the spot where now stands the town, 
of Evanston, Wyo., on Sept. 9, 1809, the 
makers of history may answer. A party 
of disappointed homeseekers had decided 
to lynch the New York editor at that stage 
of his career.

Weary and tired, they gazed on the sand 
dunes and the monotonous stretch of sage 
brush on the Wyoming plains in disgust. 
At this inopportune moment appeared Gree- 
ley, who was making a tour of tthe West, 
traveling by stage. 

The hapless immigrants learned that he 
Was aboard and surrounded the vehicle. 
They insisted that they had been duped 
into leavi their homes, and some one 
at it would be a good idea to 
lynch Greeley, : 

At this critical functure John H. Witta 
and party arrived. He was traveling to 
Sacramento, Cal., with ox teams, and hear- 
ing of the editor’s plight hurried to the 
escue. 

Greeley had left the stage and was try- 
ing to reason with the malcontents and 
convince them that their journey to the 
West was not a misfortune, but rather 4 
blessing disguised. 

He was met with hisses. His efforts to 
make himself heard tended to increase thetr 
wrath. Shouts of “Fraud!” and De- 
ceiver!’’ came from every side. In the face 
of these accusataior~ Greeley insisted upon 
addressing them.

For the first time in the history of East 
St. Louis a temperance mass meeting was 
held last night and a temperance league 
organized.

ALL LURCHES LOOK ALIKE 


Court of Appeals Decides in Favor of 
Woman Passenger Who Sued 


Street Car Company. 

The Court of Appeals has decided that 
an ordinary lurch of a St. Louis street 
car is sufficient to throw a person, un- 
less that person has something on 
which to hold. 

Mary Stoddard sued the St. Louis & 
Meramec River Railroad for damages 
because she was thrown by a lurch. 
She alleged that it was a violent lurch, 
and based her claim on that allegation. 

The court finds that the lurch was not 
unusually violent and denies that she 
has a right to recover on that ground, 


but declares in effect that all lurches 
are violent and that she should recover 
damages because the employes of the 
company did not give her sufficient 
time to get something to which she 
could hold before giving the car the or- 
dinary lurch. 

The woman had obtained a verdict, 
but a new trial had been ordered and 
an appeal had been taken. The court 
directs the trial court to set aside the 
order for a new trial and enter judg- 
ment for the plaintiff on the verdict of 
the jury.

The Northern Securities merger case 
was forced on the government by the 
Minnesota proceedings. If the clamor 
in that state had not been raised there 
would have been no proceedings. 

It has often been indicated in the de- 
partment of justice that such combina- 
tions as the Coal Trust, the Beef Trust 
and other great industrial organizations 
are “in restraint of trade,” but not even 
the attorney-general will venture an 
opinion whether the decision affords a 
specifiC remedy, although the general 
opinion, without close study of the de- 
cision, is that it does, to a degree at 
least.

Logical Result of the Force :of - Public Opinion, 
Law and Right,. But It- Will. Be Powerful Political 
Lever For President Roosevelt. : 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW .YORK, March 15. —The 
World in an editorial says: 


The decision of the Supreme Court 
against the Northern Securities merger 
is an event of vital and far-reaching im- 
portance, 

The decision was not a surprise to the 
financial world. It was thus foreshad- 
owed by the World on April 10, 1903, 
the day after the decree of the circuit 
court was issued: 

As the decision of the four circuit 
judges was unanimous and sweeping, cov- 
ering é¢very point in the case as presented, 
it is not probable that it will be overset 
by the supreme court. 

So clear, so obvious, so important are 
the issues involved that wonder grows that 
a final decision in a case of the first mag~- 
nitude was not reached until 14 years after 
the passage of the Sherman act. — 

What is the decision; what the circum- 
stances that led up to it; what its prob- 
able effects? 


I—THE: CASE. 

The first railway across the continent was 
necessary a monopoly. As each additional 
line was opened the effort was made to 
prevent competition. This effort was par- 
ticularly active In the northwest, where the 
‘Northern Pacific and the Great Northern 
railroads were natural rivals. 

The Burlington and the Union Pacific 
were other parallel lines. The Northern 
Pacific secured control of the Burlington 
by a stock conversion deal. To protect 
their interests the masters of the Union 
Pactfic set out ‘to capture the Norhern Pa- 
cific and his led to the Great’ Northern- 
Pacific war and panic of May 9, 191. The 
financiers .of Wall street met to restore 
peace and apportion the spoils and out of 
their efforts grew the Northern - Securities 
merger, organized in November, 1901, under 
the laws of New. Jersey, for the purpose of 
holding the stock of the Northern Pacific 
and Great Northern companies, including 
the control of the Burlingtan. It was mod- 
estly suggested that it might later take in 
the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul the Chi- 
cago & Northwestern and probably the 
Chicago Great Western and Wisconsin Cen- 
tral. 

It was said that the cambination was le- 
gally unassailable; that all the railroads of 
the United States might presently be con- 
solidated in the hands of a few great hold- 
ing companies. 

This was a menace and a challenge. 


II—THE LAW. 


On March 3, 1902, Attorney-General Knox, 
urged thereto by President Roosevelt, filed 
a petition against the combination and its 
two constituent companies in the United 
States Cirouit Court of Minnesota, under 
the Sherman anti-trust act of 189, which 
provides: 

Section 1. Every contract, combination in 
the form of trust or otherwise, or conspir- 
acy in restraint of trade or commerce. 
among the several states or with foreign 
nations, is hereby declared to be illegal. 
Every person who shal] make any such con- 
tract or engage in any such combination 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and on conviction thereof shall be punished 
by fine not exceeeding $5000 or by imprison- 
ment not exceeding one year, or by both 
said punishments, in the decision of the 
court. 

Sec. 4. The several circult courts of the 
United States are hereby invested . with 
jurisdiction to prevent and restrain viola- 
tions of this act, and it shall be the duty of 
the several district attorneys of the United 
States in their respective districts, under 
the direction of the attorney-general, to tn- 
stitute proceedings in equity to prevent and 
restrain such violation. 


III—THE DECREE. 

The case was vigorously pushed. One 
week later the attorney-genera] alleged in 
a bill of equity filed at St. Paul that the 
Northern Pacific and Great Northern were 
the only transcontinental "lines of railway 
extending across the northern tier of «tates 
west of the great lakes to the Pacific 
ocean, and were (previously) engaged in 
active competition for freight ana pas- 
nenger traffic; that by the merger the de.

All that the gov- 
ernment complains of is the existence of a corporation to re- 
press commerce and is not concerned with the other point.” 
No right is impaired, no. real property is disturbed. 

Judge Thayer’s opinion in the circuit court of appeals in 
this, probably the most important trust case ever reviewed by 
the courta, was luminous and strong. And its approval by 
the supreme court directs attention to him as a man who has 
mastered the intricacies of ah involved but vital question, 
which deeply concerns the popular welfare. 

Interest in this decision will be accentuated in the light of 
the New York World’s suggestion of Judge Thayer as an 
available candidate for the Presidency on the Democratic 
ticket. If the trust question is to be a leading issue in the 
Canvass, events point to the judge of the Eighth Circuit 
as especially representative of sound, temperate opin- 
jon. His decision in this case was a vigorous and comprehen- 
sive exposition of the power of Congress to regulate interstate 
commerce in the interest of the people and to check trusts 
and combines for the suppression of competition and in re- 
straint of trade. 

The successful outcome of the case is a popular victory for 
the Roosevelt administration, but much of the credit is due 
to Judge Thayer. 

But the great triumph is the people’s. As Judge Thayer 
remarked, “the law is an expression of the popular will.” That 
will is sustained and given force by this decision.

Sat Upon at Tea House Still _— 
Shown by Its Owner. 


CITIZENS WAITED ON TABLE 


Lady’s Maid to Whom Mrs. Grant Said 
“Thank You” Envied by 
Coolie Women.

CHICAGO, March 16.—Away toward the 
end of the long chain of temple grounds 
in the hills behind Nagasaki, writes Eliza 
R. Scidmore to the Times, one passes the 
serried row of red tril, or skeleton por- 
tals, leading to a fox god's shrine, crosses 
# rock ravine and comes to the prettiest 
tea house in all Nagasaki. It is not the 
tea house whose lanterned balconies, look- 
ing on the harbor, was celebrated by Pierre 
Loti, nor oan it be identified with “Mme. 
Butterfly."’ 

Those literary landmarks of Nagasaki 
are neater -the tone and appeal to the yvul- 
gar foreign popular taste. 

This tea house might have been dropped 
from Kioto intact, Its kitchens and back 
yarde look down upon the roofs of the 
town. Its ceremonia] rooms and little tea 
chalets look upon a garden fit for a mon- 
astery, where beautifully trained pines sur- 
mount the green bank that is foreground 
for the far sky line of the hilltops. 

A sound of falling water comes from 
beyond a pine tree and a thread of water 
slips down the rocky bed of a miniature 
torrent and fills a lakelet, over which an 
erched bridge connects two wings of the 
house. 

The large rooms are of exquisite «im- 
plicity, the detached rooms for the lel- 
surely rites and refined pleasures of the 
ceremonial tea are models of thetr kind, 
and there is a hush, a dreamy repose fit 
for poets and thetr gentle pastime. 

Once in, around the camellia hedges and 
treading the flat stepping stones of this 
ideal garden, one might as wel] be a thou- 
sand miles from busy, trading, money 
making, coal loading, shipbuilding Naga- 
saki. It was ideal Japan.
